23. Provided compartmented security policy guidance to the 
Office of Special Activities, DDS&T in the close out of Project OXCART, 
a major reconnaissance program protected in the compartmented

25X11 [__ foward a goal of uniformity between security aspects of the 
COMINT and other Compartmented Control Systems,
